; HICAGO, May 2.—Although the 
|X inclement weather that has de- 
layed the coming of spring to Chi- 
ago has had ‘its natural effect of 
cutting down slightly the sales of 
fused cars, the efforts being made 
by dealers in this line are in all 
Save a few cases keeping sales 
above those of the corresponding 
period in 1927. 

Both the Buick and Cadillac used 
Car departments here report that 
Sales have been better during the 
past six weeks than during March 
and the first half of April last year, 
although to bring the business up to 
this plane it has been necessary to 
go out and dig for it. 

Auburn used car sales run about 
the same as during the early spring 
months of 1927, while Nash has run 
slightly under its record of last year. 

Most of the used car sales mana- 
gers have been making a special ef- 
fort during the last few months to 
6ell the idea of a used car to the 
family that already owns a new car. 

It has been pointed out that the 
purchase of a second-hand automo. 
bile to use as a second car would ef- 





fect very important economies in the | 
average family of better than mod- | 
erate means, and would, in addition, 
go a long way toward solving the | 
used car problem with which the| 
dealers are at present almost uni- | 
versally faced. | 

The program, however, while re- | 
Ceiving strong dealer support, has | 
not as yet kindled a great deal of 
enthusiasm among the consumers, 
the used car demand remaining, as 
formerly, largely among those who 
are not car owners and who feel 
that they can secure the greatest 
value for their money in the used 
car market. 

N. W. Finch, in charge of this de- 
partment of the Nash dealership 
here, points out one of the difficul- 
ties attendant upon the carrying out 
of such a plan. 





“It is my idea,” he states, “that 
the real desire of every automo- 
bile purchaser is for a new car. If, 
for financial reasons, he feels that 
the good used car is a better buy 
for him, he purchases a second- 
hand machine, but he does not do 
so in the belief that it is better 
than a new car. He would be a 
mew car buyer if that were pos- 
sible. 

“But when we attempt to go to)

This import barrier of ours has aroused exasperation | 
in foreign countries, where own manufacturers are 
doing a flourishing export business. The result has been 
that many countries have placed upon our automotive exports 
an even higher duty than we are imposing on their manufac- | 
turers who ship their goods to this country. In some cases | 
these duties against us reach 33 1-3 per cent. 

Now in 1927 foreign built automobiles and chassis 
were imported into this country to the value of $1,219,- 
000 and bodies and parts to the value of $1,146,000. Dur- 
ing the same year our manufacturers sent abroad 297,000 
passenger cars alone for a total value of $207,962,000, with 
other automotive products sufficient to bring the total 
up to $388,314,000. Obviously the balance in our favor is 
very considerable. Have we been altogether wise in 
erecting tariff barriers against the small bulk of automo- 
tive imports and arouse a resentment that has resulted 
in tariff barriers against our vast volume of exported 
products ? 

There is very slight danger that foreign manufacturers 
ever can flood our market with automotive products so 
priced that they will be a serious menace to our eae indus- | 
try. The genius of the foreign automotive industries does | 
not lie in the direction of mass production and cheapness of | 
output. Outside of Morris in England and Citroen in France, | 
who are applying American methods to their production | 
problems, there is not a foreign maker who could hope to} 
compete with our home product. Even these would have the | 
burden of overseas freight to contend with in entering our | 
market free of all tariff restrictions. 

It almost obvious that if we can bargain with for-| 
eign countries to drop tariff barriers in return for our doing | 
so, we should in the end profit enormously by the exchange. | 
Certainly the Hull bill deserves the serious consideration | 
of the automotive industry in this country.

Washington, May 2.—€onstruc- 
tion of a transcontinental rapid 
transit highway, designed to speed 
up motor transportation between 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
and curb accidents, is called for 
in a bill introduced by Represen- 
tative Henry ‘R. Rathbone (Rep.) 
of Illinois. 

Under the measure President 
Coolidge would appoint a_ special 
commission to recommend the route. 
Rathbone said: “The construction of 
such a transcontinental highway as 
this bill contemplates would not 
only make automobile travel much 
more expeditious, but would pre- 
vent many accidents. 

“Under the plan proposed, the 
highway would not cost the gov- 
ernment a cent. It will not add to 
taxation in any of the cities through 
which the road would run

ONTARIO TRUCK ASS’N. 
HEARS HIGHWAYS MINISTER 


Montreal, May 2.— Regulations 
governing motor trucks carrying 
freight on the provincial highways, 
Similar to those at present in force 
relating to passenger bus traffic, are 
being designed by the government, 
Hon. George S. Henry, minister of 
highways, told the members of the 
Ontario Motor Tru¢ék Owners’ As- 
sociation at a recent dinner. 

The association has recently been 
bending its efforts toward securing 
a modification of the regulations 
fixing the maximum gross weights 
of motor trucks, but Mr. Henry 
made no forecast of any concessions 
along those lines. While he dealt 
at some length with the question of 
the weight of trucks and their loads, 
he stated emphatically that the 
goverrmment intended to keep the 
limit of the gross weight of trucks 
well within a reasonable figure, and 


indicated that the present figure 
was, in his opinion, fairly reason- 
able.

NO TWO JOBBERS Business Isn’ 


SEEM TO AGREE 


ON WHAT IS BEST! 


By C. S. PERRIE 
HERE appears to be a 
difference of opinion! 


among jobbers stocking the 
so-called hand tools as to the 
best method of merchandising. 
There will be found jobbers 
who hold that it is impracti- 
cal for their salesmen to carry 
the hand tools. One jobber in 
discussing the subject stated 
that the men complain that 
the samples are too heavy to 


carry and too bulky. 
Another sales manager thinks 
along the same lines, holding 


that selling direct to the mechan- 
ies invites loss of both time and 
products. In explanation he said 
that the salesman will suffer toss 
as it is a difficult matter for him 
to keep track of four or five small 
tools in a group of mechanics. 
And this sales manager went on 
to state that a certain class of 
mechanics are not above pilfering 
if they get the opportunity. As 
the tools are charged to the sales- 
man, and if any are missing, he 
must stand the loss, the men 
simply will mot take the chances. 

Another jobber holds that the re- 
sults obtained by showing and sell- 
ing hand tools direct to the repair- 


men do not show as good a profit | 


the salesmen are selling 
standard lines. This jobber argues 
that with the high cost of selling 
the salesman cannot afford to waste 
any tume. 

Still another jobber resented the 
implication that the representative 
wholesaler is neglecting the hand 
tool market. Said he in discussing 
the small tool problem: “Those who 
criticize fail to take into consider- 
ation that we have a large number 
of lines to sell and thaw it is im- 
practical to concentrate on any one 
or two. There is much difference

In a number of instances the 
writer found that the average job- 
ber was selling the smal] hand tools 
and making an effort to push the 
lines. Invariably the salesmen car- 
ried the new tool or one or two of 
the older types, such as hammers, 
pliers, reamers, taps, dies, thick- 
ness gauges, cylinder gauges, etc. 

To increase the sale of small 
tools an Eastern jobber employs 
large display boards in his store 
grouping the various types of a 
certain tool on the board, and as 
these boards are easily seen the 
mechanics coming into the store 
are attracted and sales are made. 
In speaking of this plan the head 
of the company stated that the 
buyers would inform other me- 
chanics who bought. This jobber 
is 100 per cent. sold on the dis- 
play board plan. and extends the 
plan to include small replacement 
items, for as he states, “a great 
many mechanics know what they 
want when they‘ sec it, but de not 
know the proper name of the 
item.”
